News that a large show company in Matt- 
ford, 111., hires only workers who are 45 
or older should be greeted by cheers of 
those who are irked by the practice of 
neglecting to hire middle-age workers. 
According to R. H, Richards, 61, vice 
president of the shoe company, industry 
stands to benefit “when the old bugaboo of 
not hiring m en over 45 years of age goes 
down the drain where it belongs.” 
Furtherm ore, Richards says that “this 
idea that a m an has passed his peak in 
productive capacity after he reaches the 
age of 45 is so much talk, and it has been 
our experience that m en in this older age 
bracket are reliable, do their work well, 
are easier to work with, and, above all, 


have more m ature judgm ent than m any 
younger m en.” 
Mr. Richards’ plant employs 300 produc­ 
tion workers. Only two are under 45 and 
they were employed before the 45-or-older 
hiring policy went into effect. Most are 51 
to 56, and one of them is 76. 
Employes m ay retire at 65 under the 
standard company pension plan, but they 
are not forced to do .so. 
While this experiment has proved suc­ 
cessful, a few problems have arisen. Sev­ 
eral years ago, for instance, one worker, 
aged 85, asked his foreman if he couldn’t 
switch to another job in the plant

m ore of a future.”

News that a large show company in H an­ 
ford, 111., hires only workers who are 45 
or older should be greeted by cheers of 
those who are irked by the practice of 
neglecting to hire middle-age workers. 
According to R. H. Richards, 61, vice 
president of the shoe company, industry 
stands to benefit “when the old bugaboo of 
not hiring men over 45 years of age goes 
down the drain where it belongs.” 
Furthermore, Richards says that “this 
Idea that a man has passed his peak in 
productive capacity after he reaches the 
age of 45 is so much talk, and it has been 
our experience that men in this older age 
bracket are reliable, do their work well,

It is the story of some 134 A m er­ 
ican women living in Saigon—cap­

These Americans are wives of 
some of the servicem en assigned 
to MAAG (M ilitary A ssistance Ad­ 
visory G roup)—the U.S. organiza­ 
tion designed to help train and 
support the V ietnam ese forces in 
their struggle against the C om m u­ 
nist Vie Cong.

Answer? Simple arithm etic. The

onomical, but the facts are on tile 
label. Of course, if there is a spec­ 
ial on the IO oz ja r under $1.31, 
then the largest jar is the best 
buy. 
As between brands, 
the 
game 
becomes 
more 
intricate. 
Price, 
quality, grade and quantity enter 
into your calculations. Again the 
label will tell you whether you are 
getting 200 single or 200 two-ply 
face tissues in a certain box at a 
certain price. It will tell you whe­ 
ther you are getting 6 linear feet 
or KO inches of wax paper, foil or 
shelf paper. It will often tell y o u 
how many servings of m ashed po­ 
tatoes you can expect.

act term . It depends on whether a 
growing teenager or a nine-month 
old baby is going to eat it.

Do you like Mozzerella or dom ­ 
estic cheese on your pizza pie? 
Whichever you prefer can he pur 
chased if you will read the label 
on the frozen pizza before you buy. 
Is that fur coat gray squirrel or 
dyed “ bunny” rabbit? Read the 
answer on tile fur products label 
on the garm ent. It will also tell 
whether the skins have been dyed 
or are natural or mutations. It will 
even tell you the country or origin 
of the pelts. 
Do you prefer an all wool an all 
nylon, a rayon garm ent or a blend 
of various 
fibers? 
The 
federal 
Textile Fiber Products Identifica­ 
tion Act requires that all textiles 
be labeled with a tag listing the fi­ 
ber content on all fibers over 5 
per cent, in order of their predom ­ 
inance, and m ust so Ik- advertised. 
This effectively puts a crim p in 
the old trick of advertising a blan­ 
ket as “ wool and cotton” when 
there was more cotton than wool. 
Now such a blanket must be lab­ 
eled, for exam ple, 90 per cent cot­ 
ton, IO per cent wool, or RO per 
cent nylon in accordance with the 
actual percentage. 
The law further prevents capit­ 
alizing on “ m iracle” fibers when 
the amount of such fibers is so 
small as to have no effect on the 
merchandise as 
a 
whole. 
F o r 
example a blanket of 95 per cent 
cotton, 3 per cent wool and 2 per 
cent nylon s h o u I d be labeled 95 
per cent cotton and 5 per cent m is­ 
cellaneous fiber. Neither the wool 
nor nylon content may be mention­ 
ed in advertising. 
Its fun to get a bargain so learn 
from labels.
